xe The first seseions wore rzinaivally occupied with eriticisnsa of various members 
of the Uxecutive Comnitter. Parmenio Zanata, Vice President of the CTC and 
President of the National federation of Road Workers, wis severely criticised - 
for participating in leftist-Liberal demonstrations on 16 January 1949. This 
criticism vas instigates by Pelea J, Abella, Venturm Puentes Vanegas, Carlos 
Arturo Apuirre, Victor J, Merchan, and Mileciades Osorio, members of tho 
Cormunist Party of Solorbia (PCG). The eriticiam was ostensibly based on the 
epinion that 4ana‘ia's gocech immiied that he was representing the CIC, but was 
notually based or thelr boliaf that he was in close contact with Angusto Duran 
Osnino and the Curmuni:t Jor’era Party (PCO). 


3s The Liberal groip, led by Victor Julio Silva, CIO President, then criticized 
Nbella for nerectine his duties as CTC Sccratery Genernl and spending time 
triveling threagh the country agitating for Communism. The leaders of the FOC 
had earlier eriticized Silva for not allowing Abella te make a aintlar trip just 
before the Pleaum. inother indication of the conflict between Silva and Abella 
is the fact tiat Abella had not received his monthly salary of 150 nesos for 
three months. 


4. Carlos Rozerfio Troya, JTC Treamwer, was criticized for mishandling the finances, 
which rested in the inability of the CM to amply with certain oblipitions. 
Nicolas Gvenan, CTC Serretary of Press and Culture, was also censured for the 
feiluve ef CN, the ors nisation's magasine. The sum of 225 pesos was still owed 
to the Eiitorial Minerva Lida. fer nrinting the Aurust 194% issue of CTC.
